Pittsburg used 12,000 tons of iron in a 
w eek.” 
There are 46 rolling mills in Ohio, 32 of 
which are m operation. 
Truth says that in the last ten years 
they have been 2,352 
strikes in 
E ng­ 
land. 
A Montreal firm has received {an order 
from Cincinnati and Ohio, for 2,600 tons of 
ice, and is engaged rn shipping It. 
There are at present In operation in the 
vicinity of St. Louis city l l large furnaces, 
as against lour only last year. 
W heeling makes about a fourth of all the 
nails manufactured in the United States, 
and turns out over 1,000,000 kegs annu­ 
ally. 


One firm in Baltimore has made a con­ 
tract for 300,009 tons of iron and iron ore, 
and another for 140,000 tons from English 
ports. 
In Cincinnati the Common Council .has 
fixed the price of gas for the next ten years 
at $1.G0 a thousand feet.

Pennsylvania mills are asking $68 per 
ton for iron and $85 for first class stee 
rails, and present indications are, according 
to the indianapolis Journul, that iron rails 
by June I, will be selling at $75, and stee 
rails at $100 per ton. 
The winter is so 
open that track laying is going on the 
same as in the summer months, and many 
of the mills are crowded to fill present or­ 
ders, to say nothing about future contracts 
made In the last lew months conditionally. 
One hundred and fifty-three years ago a 
ton of pig iron was selling at the same 
price that it sells to-dav. 
The account 
books of the Principo, Md., furnace show 
that in 1727 a ton of pig iron sold there tor 
£10. 
To be sure the £10 w ent further 
than the $50, for which a ton of charcoal 
iron sells, will go now. 
The cheapness or 
labor, wood and ore would make the £10 
represent a much greater value than $50, 
but it is curious that after so long a time 
the nominal values should coincide. 
Furnace owners, who are mining their 
own ores or have old contracts at $7 or $8 
a ton are making IOO per cent upon their 
output. 
The cost of sw elling when bitnm 
lnous coal or C4>ke is used does not exceed 
$14 or $15 per ton, and as the price of pig 
metal is now from $40 to $45, you w ill see 
that tho margin of profit is enormous 
N ew contracts for ore average about $12, 
aod men who pay this and also pay the 
highest price for coke are still getting rich 
as fast as they ought to desire.—Pittsburg 
Miner.
